The scuttling would also have 
caused trade complications, because 
the Tacoma carries a considerable 
cargo-of refrigerated fruit belonging 
to exporters on the Pacific Coast of 
the United States.

‘Somewhere in France, 
To-day. 

Reuter’s special correspon- 
dent with the French army 
describes a French gun crew 
exercising with a huge gun 
firing every few minutes live 
shells costing £350 each. 


The crew planted five shells with- 
in a circle 20 yards in diameter in 
a far away village which was bat- 
tered to ruins in the last. war and 
is still serving as a practise target in 
the present war. 

Mounted on ten bogeys, the whole 
weighing 150 tons, the gun can be 
moved about the countryside at a 
speed of 25 miles an hour. 

When fired there is comparatively 
little smoke but'a vivid sheet of flame 
and a terrific blast, so that at a 
distance of 100 yards it is necessary 
to stand very firm to avoid being 
thrown -to the ground, 

BETTER THAN GERMANS’ 

Yet the gun recoils only a yard 
and a half, thanks to great blocks 
which absorb the shocks. 

Another gun of even greater 
cailbre Is a hugo mortar design- 
ed to smash the strongest. posl- 
tlons by almost vertical fire. 
There are still other types of guns 

calculated to make “old Bertha” of 
the last war look small, for though 
the French: Army does not have a 
great opinion of such “stratosphere” 
guns, they are determined to have 
one better than the enemy.—Reuter.

NAZIS ARE 
REVIVING 
SLAVERY 


Authentic Information on Germany’s 
plans for Poland reveals that the Nazis 
Intend to create a new. slave class 
which will serve what the “Warschau- 
er Zeltung’—the German Government 
organ for Poland—is already calling 
“the German master race.” 

Evidence of the existence of this 
class, whose status can be compared 
only with that of the negro slaves who 
were bought and sold, is to be seen on 
a big reservation east of Lublin. 

Jews and some Poles are being mov- 


ed into it. The Lublin.railway_station. 


is choked with trains dumping thou- 
sands of destitute families who are 
herded behind barbed wire and put 
to work for 12 hours a day construct- 
ing roads and buildings and labouring

The total number of men who, since 
compulsory ser- 
vice, have registered or are lable for 
service, !s now between 2,500,000 and 
2,750,000, in addition to men who were 
members of the regular, reserve or 
auxiliary forces before war and those 
entered as volunteers since.—Reuter. 

NOTICES SOON 
London, To-day. 

The last reserved occupation will 
naturally decrease the gross total of 
those now made liable to military ser- 
vice, but such exceptions will not be 
very numerous until the age of 25 is 
reached. is 

Men who registered in October are 
now nearly all called up. The re- 
mainder will probably be called in the 
middle of January. 

None of those registered in- Decem- 
ber have yet been called up, but some 
are expected to receive notices in a- 
week or two, and the whole group may 
be absorbed by the end of Februry. 

Under the proclamation, nation of 
the Dominion are not lable to be called 
up if they are not ordinarily resident 
‘in-Britain;the- qualification” for-ordin= 
ary residence being more than two 
years. : 

' OVERSEAS STUDENTS 

Exemption will be made in cases 
like overseas students attending a 
course of education. 

It is understood that arrangements 
are being made for Australians and 
Canadians to transfer to their respec— 
tive contingents now in Britain, 

Sir Thomas Phillips, Permanent 
Secretary to. the Ministry of Labour, 
stated last night that probably all new 
classes will be called to the Colours 
by the end of 1940, and added that 
the earliest practicable date for call- 
ing up the 23-year old group is not 
likely to be before March 1.

Rome, To-day. 
A wing of the Apostolic 
Chancery was seriously dam- 


aged by fire on Sunday night. 

The cupola of the Palace crashed 
in, ‘but several art treasures were 
rescued and the fire brigade prevent- 
ed damage to the main building. 

‘It is believed that a large recep- 
tion hall was also destroyed. 

The Palace of the Chancery was 
built in the 15th Century, and was 
once the Papal Chancery. — Reuter. 

SECOND TIME

Havas special ‘correspondent 
yesterday visited the battlefield at 
Tolvajaervi, where the Soviet 
troops were driven back 20 miles. 
While Tolvajaervi village is al- 
most intact. Aglajaervi has been 
practically razed. 

The territory {s Httered with the 
corpses of Red soldiers killed by 
Finnish machinegun fire. 

It is apparent that the Red tried 
a mass attack in this sector. Most - 
of the corpses are those of yqung 
men who probably belonged to 
crack regiments composed of 
members of the Communist youth 

’ organisation. 

Havas saw over 30 destroyed 
tanks which still had the charred 
bodies of Red Army men inside. 
Several of the tanks were head- 
ing gast when destroyed, .indicat- 
ing the Red retreat. 

The corpses of emaciated horses 
can be seen near empty carts. 

Thick snow is beginning to cov- 
er the battlefield, and the Finns 
are digging huge tombs for at 
least 1,000 corpses.—Havas.
